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"The Pink Carnation/' by Robert Reid, was pur- 
chased a few months ago by the Fine Arts Academy 
of Buffalo for the Albright Gallery, from a special 
exhibition of the artist's work held in New York. It 
was lent by its present owners to the One Hundred 
and Sixth Annual Exhibition of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts. Like all of Mr. Reid s figure 
paintings it has pronounced decorative quality. Blue 
and gold and gray are the dominant color notes and 
the scheme is high-keyed. The screen which forms the 
background to the figure gives a Japanesque sugges- 
tion, and the effect of the painting as a whole might 
be likened to that of an exquisitely delicate piece of 
Oriental brocade. In rendering it is subtle and re- 
fined, in manner reticent. The young woman por- 
trayed has personality, but it is not insistent; she 
merely takes her place as a prominent factor in a 
rhythmical and harmonious design of lines and col- 
ors. Robert Reid was born in Stockbridge, Massa- 
chusetts, in 18G3. He studied first at the Boston 
Museum School and later in Paris under Boulanger 
and Lefebvre. He first won distinction as a mural 
painter, but for his easel paintings he has received 
many honors and awards. He is a member of 
the "Ten American Painters" and is represented in 
the Metropolitan Museum, the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art, and other public and private collections. 
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
